REFORM SPELLING 
FOR PRESIDENT 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 25.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has endorsed tho Cai^ 
negio spelling reform movement. 
Ho 
Issued orders to Public Printer Still- 
ings that hereafter all message's from 
tho president and all other documents 
emanating from the White House shall 
be printed in accordance 
with 
the 
recommendation of the spelling reform 
committee headed by Brander Mat- 
thews, professor of English at Colum- 
bia University. 
This committee hag 
published a list of 300 words in which 
the spelling is reformed. 
This 
list 
contains such words as "thru" and 
"tho*' as tho spelling for "through" 
and "'though." The president's ofllcial 
sanrtinn of this reform inovoment is 
regarded 
as the most effective and 
speedipst method of inaugurating the 
new system of spelling 
throughout 
the country. Not only will the printed 
documents emanating from the presi- 
dent utilize tho reform spelling, but 
his correspondence also will be spelled 
in tho new stylo. Secretary Loeb has 
sent for the list of 300 words which 
have been reformed, and upon its at-- 
rival Avill immediately order all cor- 
respondence of the president and of 
the executive force of the White House 
spelled in accordance therewith. 
As 
the spelling reform committee shall 
adopt new reforms they will be added 
to the president's list and also to that 
of the public printer. 


Whilo tho order to tho public printer 
does not contemplate an Immediate 
reform in the spelling of oiTlclaJ docu- 
ments from the executive departments 
ill Washington, it is regarded 
that 
more than likely the respective heads 
of the departments will fall in line 
with the president's ideas and hftve 
their ofllcial documents printed in the 
new spelling.

DAMAGE FROM EARTHQUAKE 


Thousands Are Dead and 
Property 
Loss Over $100,000,000. 


Valparaiso, Aug. 24. — Fernandez 
Blanco, governor of the province of 
Valparaiso, has proclaimed the city 
of Valparaiso in a state of siege and 
has conferred supreme authority on 
Navy Captain Gomez Carreno. 
The 
prefect of polioo is charged with the 
duty of collecting 
and 
distributing 
food. One of the first acts of the mili­ 
tary governor was to issue an ordor 
that any persons found breaking wa­ 
ter mains should be shot. The water 
supply is fairly adequate, and repairs 
are 
actively progressing a t Baron 
Hill, Vina del Mar and 
Ramaditas, 
where a largo number of mains were 
broken by the earthquake. 


The loss of life by the earthquake 
of Thursday, August 1G, probably will 
not be short of 3000, while the proper 
ty destroyed in tho country is esti­ 
mated at $100,000,000 and possibly far 
in cxcers of that sum. The loss at 
Valparaiso alone is estimated at $50,* 
000,000.

REFORM SPELLING 
FOR PRESIDENT 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 25.-—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt ha* endorsed the Car- 
negio spelling reform movement. 
Ho 
Issued orders to Public Printer Still- 
ings that hereafter all messages from 
tho president and all other documents 
emanating from the White House shall 
be printed in accordance 
with 
the 
recommendation of the spelling reform 
committee headed by Brander Mat­ 
thews, professor of English at Colum­ 
bia University. 
This committee has 
published a list of 300 words in which 
the spelling is reformed. 
This 
list 
contains such words as "thru“ and 
“tho*' as the spelling for "through” 
and ‘"though.” The president's official 
sanction of this reform movement is 
regarded as the most effective and 
speediest method of inaugurating the 
new system of spelling 
throughout 
the country. Not only will the printed 
documents emanating from the presi­ 
dent utilize tho reform spelling, but 
his correspondence also will be spelled 
in tho new stylo. Secretary Loeb has 
sent for the list of 300 words which 
have been reformed, and upon its ar­ 
rival will immediately order all cor­ 
respondence of the president and of 
the executive force of the White House 
spelled in accordance therewith. 
As 
the spelling reform committee shall 
adopt new reforms they will bo added 
to the president's list and also to that 
of the public printer. 


While the order to tho public printer 
does not contemplate an immediate 
reform in the spelling of official docu­ 
ments from the executive departments 
ill Washington, it is regarded 
that 
more than likely the respective heads 
of the departments will fall in line 
with the president's ideas and have 
their official documents printed in the 
new spelling.

As a direct consequence of tho provi­ 
sions of the rato bill, the Union Pacific 
railway has determined to Install its 
own system of refrigerator cars. Here­ 
tofore the Armour private car lines 
hay« had a monopoly of this business 
over the Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific with all tho profitable fruit 
trade. 
The Union Pacific opened bids 
for tho construction of 6000 steel under­ 
body refrigerator cars, and is likely to 
ask for bids for another lot‘soon.

In the nime of business, such as dis- 
crimination in transportation rates, 
the adulteration of foods and various 
tricks of deception by which one ti-ies 
to get the better of another in the 
strife for profit, is attributed to the 
exigencies of competition. 
One un- 


.scrupulous concern seeks an unlaw- 
ful advantage in some '"deal" with a 
railroad, and others feel bound to do 
the came in order to escape I eing 
distanced in compel ifioa. When - ne 
railroad under this kind of solicita- 
tion grants special rates, pays re- 
bates or otherwise favors a large 
shipper, rival lines feel impelled to 
make similar concessions in order to 
secure tneir share of the traffic. The 
resul* is a competition in dishonesty 
or iawlessceis on the part of bo:h 
shippers aa<! common carriers. 
De- 


fects of the law were no excuse for 
such disregard of justice and honor- 
able conduct. But now the law has 
been made explicit, so far as inter- 
state commerce is concerned, and 
practices for which stress of compe- 
tition h?~ been pleaded as an excuse 
cr extenuation are made criminal for 
all concerned in them. 


The obvious policy for railroads 


and for shippers who desire to be 
fair and accent now is to abandon all 
devices of evasion and enter into a 
con>i>3t;tior> for the observance of 
the la-.v and of t'.e principles of com- 
mon honesty in their dealings. 
If 


managers of one railroad line have 
evide :C2 that Mother is granting 
illegal concessions or favors, it is 
their duty to disclose the evidence, 
to e.-pore the v/roag-io.'ns and aid 
tb- authentic- to pat ?. stop to it, 
instead of trying to get even, or more 
then even, by committing the same 
offences. 
If one shipper finds that 


another ir getting anv advantage 
over him ia charges for transporta- 
tion, instead of seeking to meet this 
by obtaining a like advantage, he 
should make complaint of the viola- 
tion and help to compel the observ- 
ance of the law. Let there be com- 
petition in doing justice and ia fair 
dealing, and these evils which have 
caused so much agitation and occa- 
sioned so muc'i "hostile legislation," 
—hostile only to those who persist in 
wrongdoing—will come to an end, 
and it will be far better for all con- 
cerned. 


In the matter of providing the 


supplies of food, drink and medicine 
for the people, there is sill! a freer 
field for competition in individual 
hon- /, and it is one in which hon- 
esty will prove to be the best policy 
from a business point of view. 
Let 


a meat-packing house "be made a 
model of cleanliness and sound sani- 
tary condition; let it take pains to 
use only unquestionably wholesome 
materials and methods: let ic make 
no concealment and avoid no pub- 
licity so far as knowledge of the 
character and quality of its products 
is concerned; let its labels and repre- 
sentations of what it puts upon the 
market bear the closest scrutiny, and 
it may acquire a reputation that will 
be v.-orih more than all the tricks and 
devices which have been resorted to 
in the past, and the detection and ex- 
pcsure of -which is liable at any time 
to sweep away the illegitimate gains 
of deception and fraud. 
Even if less 


wraith should b& accumulated, it 
would be without the taint of igno- 
miny and public contempt, and some 
reward should be found in an hon- 
orable business "reputation and pub- 
lic respect. This applies equally to 
the manufacturers of ths various 
kinds of prepared and 
preserved 


foods, the production of -which has 
grown so enormously in recent years. 
That the bulk of these are whole- 
some ma}" be admitted, but in that 
case there is no legitimate reason 
for sscrecy about the ingredients that 
eater into them or the methods of 
their preparation, any more than 
about raising corn or making cioth. 
Secrecy and enigmatical names are a 
cover for adulteration, the use of in- 
ferior or injurious material, or some 
device involving deception or fraud 
by which illegitimate profit is sought. 


Honest purveyors of food and the 


various 
accompaniments of 
food 


have been wont to complain that a 
few unscrupulous persons may cheap- 
en, adulterate and variously sophisti- 
cate and misrepresent their products 
so that it becomes impossible to com- 
pete with them without in some 
measure yielding to their methods. 
Many who would prefer to deal in an 
honest and above-board fashion fee'l 
compelled to vitiate their products, 
and traders feei compelled to sefl 
articles wbich they know are not 
what they pretend to be. in order to 
keep up their trade and make a fair 
profit in competition with unscrupu- 
lous rivals. So is business made dis- 
honest and disreputable by a rivalry 
that demoralizes competition, making 
it a competition in dishonesty. Let 
honest manufacturers and dealers 
make common cause with consumers 
for effective laws arid efficient ad- 
ministration against the secrecy and 
deception and all the devices of fraud 
In this business, and they may put an 
end to Its offences and the disrepute 
Into which It has fallen. 


Let the manufacturer take the con- 


•uiaer into bis confidence by letting 
fcjm know truly what he ia buying 


and by giving evidence of the char* 
acter sad quality of his goods, and 
he win gain the confidence of the 
consumer. There is no class that it 
more behoves to contend against the 
adulteration of food, drink and medi- 
cines, and against fraudulent repre- 
ceutaticns about them, and to expose 
the tricks and devices by which the 
I-uMie is cheated and injured, wheth- 
er in health or in substance, than 
honorable men engaged in the busi- 
ness of providing these supplies'for 
the community. 
What all should 


strive to promote is a competition in 
honest and legitimate methods of 
business, which shall command con- 
fidence, give a value to truthful 
labels and genuine trade-marks, and 
make the names ot manufacturing 
and trading concerns honorable and 
respected. 
"We have had too much 


rivalry ia deception and fraud, and it 
is becoming unprofitable as well as 
disreputable. 


K11YBER PAaS THE KEY. 


Tliis National Doorway Through Him- 


alayas Was Used by Alexander. 
The- Khyber Pass ic strategically 


one of the most important points in 
all Asia, aui round it has raged many 
a great batrte, for with it under con- 
trol an army has at its feet the great 
and fertile plains -vhich have made 
the Peari of the East, the peninsula 
of India, famous in song and story. 


The pass itself begins ten miles 


west of Pesuawur. one of the most 
important of the British military sta- 
tions in India, and it extends thirty- 
three miles northwest to the plain of 
Jelalabad. It is the only route be- 
tween the Punjab and Afghanistan 
available for a large army with heavy 
guns, though there are other passes 
which mic'it be forced by an enter- 
prising enemy traveling in light or- 
der. 


It is toward the Khyber that the 


eyes of those Russian officers who so 
much envy the British the possession 
of India are always turned, and by it 
a'.", the great invasions of India since 
the time of Alexander the Great have 
taken place. Alexander's Macedonian 
army marched between . its cliffs, 
which tower above the pass to a. 
height of 3000 feet. 


.Coming to more recent times, the 


pass was the scene of the appalling 
disaster of 1S42, when the Afghans 
almost annihilated a British army 
endeavoring to retreat from Kabul to 
India. In the late seventies our long 
negotiations with the Amir of Af- 
ghanistan largely centred around the 
control of the pass, which ultimately 
was ceded to Great Britain. 


The Khyber again became a place 


of tragic importance in the period 
that followed the disaster to General 
Burrows at Maiwand, when half the 
British force fell, and the garrison at 
Kandrvisar was invested. "With insuf- 
ficient troops the Khyber had to be 
he'd,. Kabul kept in occupation and 
Kandahar relieved. 


Roberts was the man to do it. 


Handing over Kabul to stout old Sir 
Donald Stewart, Roberts formed his 
flying column. 
Cutting himself off 


from his base, he vanished from the 
ken of the civilized world. He and 
his devoted men had a trying ordeal 
among the mountains—an ordeal few 
armies would have borne, until, ap- 
pearing suddenly at Kandahar three 
weeks later, they relieved the town. 
Meanwhile Tvabul ani the Khyber 
were held, and the situation was 
saved. 


Shack Immune in San Francisco. 


One of the remarkable incidents 


of the great fire of San Francisco 
was the immunity from damage of 
an old Vi-ooden shack owned by a 
paint company at the corner of Main, 
and 
Harrison 
streets. 
The ram- 


shackle, 
half-century-old building 


stands unharmed, a little island in a 
sea of desolation. It reeks v.-ith oil 
and is filled with highly inflammable 
materials. Near to it a great pile of 
co-I caught fire and burned for near- 
ly a week.

rant. Sir Wyke Bayliss confessed that 
art and sanitation seemed far apart. 
"Would you compare art,"

would say, "with a drain running 
down a street?" 
"Yet one of the 


loveliest things In the world -was a 
drain (laughter)—when It was con- 
secrated by art In the .form of a gar- 
goyle on the roof of a cathedral. The 
two were not so far apart. Art was 
the science of beauty: sanitation was 
th3 science of health; and what were 
beauty and health if they were not 
the same thins?"—London Tele- 
graph. 


I have just returned from an ex- 


tended trip through New Zealand, 
and in all the time I was there I did 
not see, in city, town or country, a 
single person who did not have 
enough to eat and wear, plenty of 
work at good pay and the will to do 
it. There are no beggars, there ar« 
no tramps, there are practically no 
unemployed, and there are no big 
fortunes. There is probably no one 
in the islands whose wealth exceeds 
a. miliion dollars, and those whose 
possessions amount to that much are 
very few. When the Liberal Govern- 
ment came into power fifteen years 
igo the colony was in a very bad 
way. 
There were big landed estates 


and absentee owners, so that most 
of the wealth produced in the islands 
ivent overseas. 
Consequently indus- 


try had come to a standstill, and most 
Df the workingmen had no work. 
Those who. could get enough money 
together to pay their passage were 
leaving by the shipload, and those 
who could not were being cared for 
by the Government in shelter sheds 
and soup kitchens. Since those days 
the created wealth of the colony has 
increased by £122,000,000, and there 
is no reason to suppose that if the 
Government had not interfered with 
the commercial laws of gravity a 
large part of that would not have 
gone into the building up of big for- 
tunes and commercial bodies more 
powerful than the Government. 


One of the first things the Liberal 


Government did was to inaugurate 
the policy of the bursting up of the 
big landed estates. These have been 
bought—compulsorily if the owners 
were unwilling to sell—divided into 
small holdings and leased to actual 
settlers. 
In this way the Govera- 


m'ent has 
resumed 
over 
700,000 


acres, 
xhe leasehold tenure for 999 


years of these lands, and also unim- 
proved Crown lands, and a flat rental 
of four per cent, on the unimproved 
valuation made it possible for any 
man, 
no matter how poor, to estab- 


lish himself on a farm. 
Then the 


Government v.-ent into the business 
of loaning money and advanced to 
th: settler at five per cent, interest, 
reducible to four and a half by 
prompt payment, the money needed 
to get himself started, and make his 
improvements. 
The 
Government 


Labor Department was run in. co- 
operation with this land policy, and 
it made every effort to help the un- 
employed to get on the laud. The 
Secretary of the Labor Department 
told me that he has put not less t&Un 
ten thousand men on the land -who 
otherwise could have done no better 
than to drift along on the perilous 
edge of day labor, to fall into dire 
straits at the first calamity. 
This 


policy has made them independent, 
prosperous farmers, producers of 
wealth for themselves and the col- 
ony. 


For some years the long term lease 


iras the favorite form of land tenure, 
but there is now a strong and grow- 
ing sentiment in favor of the free- 
hold, and it is probable that the Gov- 
ernment will soon grant the right of 
purchase to all leaseholders, but it is 
Determined that this shall not result 
in segregation of land- into large 
holdings. Keeping the land as wide- 
ly distributed as possible among the 
people is" one of the means by whicli 
it controls the distribution of vrealth. 
There is already a restriction upon 
the number of acres that may be ac- 
ouired by either lease or purchase 
from the Crown. 
To forestall the 


danger of the building up of large 
estates which will coine with the ex- 
tension of the freehold the Govern- 
ment proposes to limit the amount of 
land that can be held by one person, 
by whatever title, or however ac- 
quired. The law, which the Govern- 
ment expects to enact at the next 
session ot" Parliament, will not affect 
existing titles, but will make invalid 
the title to any land in excess of, 
probably 5000 acres, which any one 
person may attempt to acquire. 


Most systems of taxation are de- 


vised for the purpose of providing 
revenue, but it is characteristic of 
the New Zealand idea of the fu^e- 
'tions and purposes of government 
that the primary intention of its 
scheme of direct taxation is to pro- 
vide another means of combating the 
tendency of wealth to flow where 
wealth already is. There is no prop- 
erty tax, and there is no tax on im- 
provements. 
The land tax is on the 


gross salable value of the land less 
the value of all improvements. 
In 


addition to the ordinary land tax 
there is a graduated land tax, which 
begins when the unimproved value 
of the land is $25,000. Between this 
and $35,000 the rate is one-eighth 
of a cent to the pound sterling, and 
above that value the rate increases 
by equal steps until it reaches six 
cents to the pound, payable when the 
value is a million 'dollars or more. 
Fifty per cent, additional tax is lev- 
ied upon absentee owners. Holdings 
of small value are exempt from the 
ordinary land tax, the exemption 
amounting to $2500 where the un- 
improved value does not 
exceed 


$7500, and gradually diminishing up 
to the value of $12,500. This is In 
accordance with the settled policy of 
the Government to make It eas/ for 
the poor and difficult for the rich to 
' increase their possessions. 
TBV *»• 


suit of the exemptions and deduc- 
tions is that only one-fifth of the New 
Zealand land owners pay a land tax; 
but during the last ten years the 
number of land tax-payers has in- 
creased by ninety per cent. 


The income tax is levied in con- 


junction with the graduated land 
tax. and is-assessed on all income ex- 
cept that derived from land or frozi 
mortgages on land. This is exempt, 
of course, because its capital is as- 
sessed under the land tax. 
Incomes 


of less than $1500 are exempt from 
the income tax, and there is a further 
deduction from all incomes of $230 
yearly for life insurance premiums. 
The rate of the tax last year was 
twelve cents on the pound for the 
first taxable $5000 and tvrenty-four 
cents on the pound for all exceeding 
that amount—respectively, two and 
a half and five per cent. The num- 
ber of income taxpayers is about one 
in 100 of the population. They have 
more than doubled in the last tea 
years, and in that ti-ne the receipts 
from the income tax have increased 
by 174 per cent. 
The Government 


officials think that their returns are 
remarkably complete, and do not be- 
lieve that tliere is much, if any, eva- 
sion of tho law. 
Inspection officers 


verify returns at the taxpayer's dom- 
icile, and the commissioner can coin- 
pel the production for their use of all 
books, balance sheets, stock sheets 
and other evidence of the taxpayer's 
"income. 
The knowledge that this 


will be done if necessary and the pen- 
alties attached to refusal have had 
a wholesome moral effect, while the 
careful and systematic work of "the 
inspectors, who also give instruction 
to taxpayers when necessary as to 
the keeping of simple forms of ac- 
count which will facilitate the making 
of returns in correct iorm, and the 
system of revising ana checking by 
comparison in the commissioner's of- 
fice, have maue the law very eSi- 
cient in its practical workings. The 
land and income tax act "aas been 
ia operation since IS91, and has 
therefore had ample time in which, 
to be thoroughly tested. The large 
landholders, naturally enough, do not 
like the graduated land tax, but 
there seems to be no dissatisfaction 
with, the income tax. in either prin- 
ciple or practice.—Florence Finch 
Kelly, in the Independent.

the adulteration of foods and various 
tricks of deception by which one tiles 
to get the better of another in the 
strife for profit, is attributed to the 
exigencies of competition. 
One un- 
.scrupulous concern seeks an unlaw- 
ful advantage in some ''deal" with a 
railroad, and others feel bound to do 
the came in order to escape I eing 
distanced in competifton. 
When 
ne 
railroad under this kind of solicita- 
tion grants spcclal rates, pays re- 
bates or otherwise 
favors a large 
shipper, rival lines feel impelled to 
make similar concessions in order to 
secure tneir share of the trafiic. The 
result is a competition in dishonesty 
or lawlessnetD on the part of both 
shippers and common carriers. 
De- 
fects of the law were no excuse for 
such disregard of justice and honor- 
able conduct. 
But now the law has 
been made explicit, so far as inter- 
state commerce is concerned, 
and 
practices for which stress of compe- 
tition hr^ been pleaded as an excuse 
cr extenuation are made crlmlua! for 
all concer::od in them. 


The obvious policy for railroads 
and for shippers who desire to be 
fair and decent now is to abandon all 
devices of evasion and enter into a 
competition for the observance of 
the law and of t' e principles of com- 
mon honesty in their dealings. 
If 
managers of one railroad line have 
evideic3 that another 
is 
granting 
illegal concessions or favors, it is 
their duty to discloss the evidence, 
to expoce the wrong-'Jo:ng and aid 
th- authorltic- to put n stop to it, 
instead of trying to get even, or more 
than even, by committing the same 
offences. 
U one shipper finds that 
another 
iz getting anv 
advantage 
over him in charges for transporta- 
tion, instead of seeking to meet this 
by obtaining 
a like advantage, 
he 
should make complnint of the viola- 
tion and help to compel the observ- 
ance of the law. 
Let there be com- 
petition in doing justice and in fair 
dealing, and these evils which have 
caused so much ajritation and occa- 
sioned so muc'i "hostile legislation," 
—hostile only to those who persist in 
wrongdoing—will come to an end, 


and by giving evidence of the char- 
acter and quality of his goods, and 
ho will gain tho confidence of th« 
consumer. 
Thero Is no class that It 
more behoves to contend against the 
adulteration of food, drink and medi- 
cines, and against fraudulent repre- 
neiitatlcns about them, and to expose 
the tricks and devices by which the 
I uMIc is cheated and injured, wheth- 
er in hsalth or In substance, than 
honorable men efigaged in the busi- 
ness of providing these supplies for 
tho community.

Keeping the land as wide- 
ly distributed as possible among the 
people i^' one of the means by which 
it controls the distribution of v/ealth. 
Thero is already a restriction upon 
the number of acres that may bo ac- 
quired by either lease or purchase 
from tho Crown, 
To forestall the 
danger of the building up of large 
estates which will come with the ex- 
tension of tho freehold the Govern- 
ment proposes to limit the amount of 
land that can be held by one person, 
by whatever 
title, or however 
ac- 
quired. 
The law, which the Govern- 
ment expects to cnact at the next 
session of Parliament, will not affect 
existing titles, but will make invalid 
the title to any land in excess of, 
probably 5000 acres, which any one 
person may attempt to acquire. 


Most systems of taxation are de- 
vised for the purpose of providing 
revenue, but it is characteristic of 
the New Zealand idea of the func- 
tions and purposes 
of government 
that the 
primary 
intention of 
its 
scheme of direct taxation is to pro- 
vide another means of combating the 
tendency of 
wealth to flow where 
wealth already is. 
There is no prop- 
erly tax, aiid there is no tax on im- 
provements. 
The land tax is on the 
gross salable value of the land less 
the value of all improvements. 
In 
addition to the ordinary land 
tax 
there is a graduated land tax, which 
begins when the unimproved value 
of the land is $25,000. 
Between this 
and 135,000 the rate is one-eighth 
of a cent to the pound sterling, and 
above that value the rate increases 
by equal steps until It reaches six 
cents to the pound, ¿layablc when the 
value is a million dollars or more. 
Fifty per cent, additional tax is lev- 
ied upon absentee owners.

of small value are exempt from the

land tax, 
the

The num- 
ber of income taxpayers is about one 
in 100 of the population. 
They have 
more than doubled in the last ten 
years, and in that time the receipts 
from the income tax have increased 
by 174 per cent. 
The Government 
officials think that their returns are 
remarkably complete, and do not be- 
lieve that there is much, if any. eva- 
sion of tho law. 
Inspection officers 
verify returns at the taxpayer's dom- 
icile, and the commissioner can com- 
pel the production for their use of all 
books, balance sheets, stock sheets 
and other evidence of the taxpayer's 
•income. 
The knowledge that this 
will be done if necessary and the pen« 
altles attached to refusal have had 
a wholesome moral effect, while the 
careful and ss'stematic work of'the 
inspectors, who a-lso give instruction 
to taxpayer^ when necessary as to 
the keeping of simple forms of ac< 
count which will facilitate the making 
of returns in correct £orm, and the 
system of revising anu checking by 
comparison in the commissioner's of- 
fice, have mac>e the law very effi- 
cient in its practical workings.

for their dose of ether, and various 
plants intended for Christmas and 
JDaster decoration can be brought to 
their best by this process of "dop- 
ing."

greenhouses or hot frames should 
not be able to keep the market sup- 
plied with whatever the public needs 
at all seasons of the year. 
Etherized 
strawberries, melons, corn and tur- 
nips would seem to be possible la 
midwinter.

Thero is no class that it 
more behoves to contend against the 
adulteration of food, drink and medi­ 
cines, and against fraudulent repre­ 
sentations about them, and to expose 
the tricks and devices by which the 
1 ifilie is cheated and injured, wheth­ 
er in health or in substance, than 
honorable men efigaged in the busi­ 
ness of providing these supplies for 
the community. 
W hat all should 
strive to promote is a competition in 
honest and legitimate methods of 
business, which shall command con­ 
fidence, 
give a

labels and genuine trade-marks, and 
make the names of manufacturing 
and trading concerns honorable and 
respected. 
Wo have had too much 
rivalry in deception and fraud, and it 
is becoming unprofitable as well as 
disreputable.

Much of tho iniquity perpetrated 
in the name of business, such as dis­ 
crimination in transporation rates, 
the adulteration of foods and various 
tricks of deception by which one tries 
to get the better of another in the 
strife for profit, is attributed to the 
exigencies of competition. 
One un­ 
scrupulous concern seeks an unlaw­ 
ful advantage in some “deal” with a 
railroad, and others feel bound to do 
the came in order to escape 1 eing 
distanced in competition. 
When 
ne 
railroad under this kind of solicita­ 
tion grants spccial rates, pays re­ 
bates or otherwise favors a large 
shipper, rival lines feel impelled to 
make similar concessions in order to 
secure tneir share of the traffic. The 
result is a competition in dishonesty 
or lawlessness on the part of both 
shippers and common carriers. 
De­ 
fects of the law were no excuse for 
such disregard of Justice and honor­ 
able conduct. 
But now the law has 
been made explicit, so far as inter­ 
state commerce is concerned, and 
practices for which stress of compe­ 
tition hr. been pleaded as an excuse 
cr extenuation are made criminal for 
all concerrcd in them. 


The obvious policy for railroads 
and for shippers who desire to be 
fair and decent now is to abandon all 
devices of evasion and enter into a 
competition for the observance of 
the law and of t1 e principles of com­ 
mon honesty in their dealings. 
If 
managers of one railroad line have 
evide*ic3 that another is granting 
illegal concessions or favors, it is 
their duty to disclose the evidence, 
to expose the wrong-doing and aid 
th ' authorities to put a stop to it, 
instead of trying to get even, or more 
than even, by committing the same 
offences. 
IC one shipper finds that 
another 
is getting anv 
advantage 
over him in charges for transporta­ 
tion, instead of seeking to meet this 
by obtaining a like advantage, 
he 
should make complaint of the viola­ 
tion and help to compel tho observ­ 
ance of the law. 
Let there be com­ 
petition in doing justice and in fair 
dealing, and these evils which have 
caused so much agitation and occa­ 
sioned so muc’i “hostile legislation,“ 
•—hostile only to those who persist in 
wrongdoing—will come to an end, 
and it will be far better for all con­ 
cerned. 


In the matter of providing the 
supplies of food, drink and medicine 
for the people, there is still a freer 
field for competition in individual 
hon* 
/, and it is one in which hon­ 
esty will prove to be the best policy 
from a business point of view. 
Let 
a meat-packing house 'be made a 
model of cleanliness and sound sani­ 
tary condition; let it take pains to 
use only unquestionably wholesome 
materials and methods; let it make 
no concealment and avoid no pub­ 
licity so far as knowledge of the 
character and quality of its products 
is concerned; let its labels and repre­ 
sentations of what it puts upon the 
market bear the closest scrutiny, and 
it may acquire a reputation that will 
be worth more than all the tricks and 
devices which have been resorted to 
in the past, and the detection and ex- 
pcsure of which is liable at any time 
to sweep away the illegitimate gains 
of deception and fraud. 
Even if less 
wealth should bo accumulated, 
it 
would be without the taint of igno­ 
miny and public contempt, and some 
reward should be found in an hon­ 
orable business reputation and pub­ 
lic respect. 
This appn 'S equally to 
the manufacturers of the various 
kinds of 
prepared 
and 
preserved 
foods, the production of which has 
grown so enormously in recent years. 
That the bulk of these are whole­ 
some may be admitted, but in that 
case there is no legitimate reason 
for secrecy about the ingredients that 
enter into them or the methods of 
their preparation, 
any more 
than 
about raising corn or making cloth. 
Secrecy and enigmatical names are a 
cover for adulteration, the use of in­ 
ferior or injurious material, or some 
device involving deception or fraud 
by which illegitimate profit is sought. 


Honest purveyors of food and the 
various 
accompaniments 
of 
food 
have been wont to complain that a 
few unscrupulous persons may cheap­ 
en, adulterate and variously sophisti­ 
cate and misrepresent their products 
so that it becomes impossible to com­ 
pete 
with them 
without in 
some 
measure yielding to their methods. 
Many who would prefer to deal in an 
Jionest and above-board fashion feel 
compelled to vitiate their products, 
and traders feel compelled to seil 
articles which they know are not 
what they pretend to be, in order to 
keep up their trade and make a fair 
profit in competition with unscrupu­ 
lous rivals. 
So is business made dis­ 
honest and disreputable by a rivalry 
that demoralizes competition, making I “Would you 
compare 
art,“ 
some 
it a competition in dishonesty. 
Let would say, “with a drain running 


This National Doorway Through Him- 
alayas Was Used by Alexander. 


The* Kliyber Pass ic strategically 
one of the most important points in 
all Asia, and round it has raged many 
a great battle, for with it under con­ 
trol an army has at Its feet the great 
and fertile plains "vliich have mado 
the Pearl of the East, the peninsula 
of India, famous in song and story. 


Tho pass itself begins ten miles 
west of Peshawur, one of the most 
important of the British military sta­ 
tions in India, and it extends thirty- 
three miles northwest to the plain of 
Jelalabad. 
It is the only route be­ 
tween the Punjab and Afghanistan 
available for a large army with heavy 
guns, though there are other passes 
which m i;’it be forced by an enter­ 
prising enemy traveling in light or­ 
der. 


It is toward the Kliyber that the 
eyes of those Russian officers who so 
much envy the British the possession 
of India are always turned, and by it 
a! the great invasions of India since 
the time of Alexander the Great have 
taken place. Alexander's Macedonian 
army 
marched 
between 
its cliffs, 
which tower above the pass to a 
height of 3000 feet. 


Coming to more recent times, the 
pass was the scene of the appalling 
disaster of 1842, when the Afghans 
almost annihilated a British army 
endeavoring to retreat from Kabul to 
India. 
In the late seventies our long 
negotiations with the Amir of Af­ 
ghanistan largely centred around the 
control of the pass, which ultimately 
was ceded to Great Britain. 


The Kliyber again became a place 
of tragic importance in the period 
that followed the disaster to General 
Burrows at Maiwand, when half the 
British force fell, and the garrison at 
Kandahar was invested. 
With insuf­ 
ficient troops the Kliyber had to be 
held, Kabul kept in occupation and 
Kandahar relieved. 


Roberts was tho man to do It. 
Handing over Kabul to stout old Sir 
Donald Stewart, Roberts formed his 
flying column. 
Cutting himself off 
from his base, he vanished from the 
ken of tho civilized world. 
He and 
his devoted men had a trying ordeal 
among the mountains— an ordeal few 
armies would havo borne, until, ap­ 
pearing suddenly at Kandahar three 
weeks later, they relieved the town. 
Meanwhile .Kabul and tho Kliyber 
were held, and the situation was 
saved. 


Shack Immune in San Francisco* 


One of the remarkable incidents 
of the great fire of San Francisco 
was the immunity from damage of 
an old wooden shack owned by a 
paint company at the corner of Main 
and 
Harrison 
streets. 
The ram ­ 
shackle, 
lialf-century-old 
building 
stands unharmed, a little island in a 
sea of desolation. 
It reeks with oil 
and is filled with highly inflammable 
materials. 
Near to it a great pile of 
coal caught fire and burned for near­ 
ly a week. 
The officials of the com­ 
pany felt so certain that the place 
had fallen a victim to the devouring 
flames that they did not even at­ 
tempt to visit it until two weeks or 
so after the conflagration, and then 
it was mere curiosity to see what the 
ruins looked like that led them there. 


I have just returned from an ex­ 
tended trip through New Zealand, 
and in all the time I was there I did 
not see, in city, town or country, a 
single person who did 
not have 
enough to eat and wear, plenty of 
work at good pay and the will to do 
it. 
There are no beggars, there are 
no tramps, there are practically no 
unemployed, and there are no big 
fortunes. 
There is probably no one 
In the islands whose wealth exceeds 
a million dollars, and those whose 
possessions amount to that much are 
very few. 
When the Liberal Govern­ 
ment came into power fifteen years 
ago the colony was in a very bad 
way. 
There were big landed estates 
and absentee owners, so that most 
of the wealth produced in the islands 
went overseas. 
Consequently indus­ 
try had come to a standstill, and most 
of the workingmen 
had no work. 
Those who.could get enough money 
together to pay their passage were 
leaving by the shipload, and those 
who could not were being cared for 
by the Government in shelter sheds 
and soup kitchens. 
Since those days 
the created wealth of the colony has 
increased by £122,000,000, and there 
is no reason to suppose that if the 
Government had not interfered with 
the commercial 
laws of 
gravity a 
large part of that would not have 
gone into the building up of big for­ 
tunes and commercial bodies more 
powerful than the Government. 


One of the first things the Liberal 
Government did was to inaugurate 
the policy of the bursting up of the 
big landed estates. 
These have been 
bought— compulsorily if the owners 
were unwilling to sell— divided into 
small holdings and leased to actual 
settlers. 
In this way the Govern- 
nient has 
resumed 
over 
700,000 
acres, 
ih e leasehold tenure for 99 9 
years of these lands, and also unim­ 
proved Crown lands, and a flat rental 
of four per cent, on the unimproved 
valuation made it possible for any 
man, no matter how poor, to estab­ 
lish himself on a farm. 
Then the 
Government went into the business 
of loaning money and advanced to 
th j settler at five per cent, interest, 
reducible 
to four and a half by 
prompt payment, the money needed 
to get himself started, and make his 
Improvements. 
Tho 
Government 
Labor Department was run in co­ 
operation with this land policy, and 
it made every effort to help the un­ 
employed to get on the land. 
The 
Secretary of the Labor Department 
told me that he has put not less th*an 
ten thousand men on the land who 
otherwise could have done no better 
than to drift along on the perilous 
edge of day labor, to fall into dire 
straits at the first calamity. 
This 
policy has made them independent, 
prosperous 
farmers, 
producers 
of 
wealth for themselves and the col­ 
ony. 


For some years the long term lease 
was the favorite form of land tenure, 
but there is now a strong and grow­ 
ing sentiment in favor of the free­ 
hold, and it is probable that the Gov­ 
ernment will soon grant the right of 
purcliaso to all leaseholders, but it is 
determined that this shall not result 


suit of the exemptions and deduc­ 
tions is that only one-fifth of the New 
Zealand land owners pay a land tax; 
but during the last ten years the 
number of land tax-payers has in­ 
creased by ninety per cent. 


The Income tax is levied in con­ 
junction with 
the 
graduated land 
tax, and is assessed on all income ex­ 
cept that derived from land or from 
mortgages on land. 
This is exempt, 
of course, because its capital is as­ 
sessed under the land tax. 
Incomes 
of less than $1500 are exempt from 
the income tax, and there is t further 
deduction from all incomes of $250 
yearly for life insurance premiums. 
The rate of the tax last year was 
twelve cents on the pound for the 
first taxable $5 000 and twenty-four 
cents on the pound for all exceeding 
that amount— respectively, two and 
a half and five per cent. 
The num­ 
ber of income taxpayers is about one 
in 100 of the population. 
They have 
more than doubled in the last ten 
years, and in that time the receipts 
from the income tax have increased 
by 174 per cent. 
The Government 
officials think that their returns are 
remarkably complete, and do not be­ 
lieve that there is much, if any, eva­ 
sion of tho law. 
Inspection officers 
verify returns at the taxpayer’s dom­ 
icile, and the commissioner can com­ 
pel the production for their use of all 
books, balance sheets, stock sheets 
and other evidence of the taxpayer's 
income. 
The knowledge that this 
will be done if necessary and the pen­ 
alties attached to refusal have had 
a wholesome moral effect, while the 
careful and s}rstematic work o f ‘the 
inspectors, who also give instruction 
to taxpayers when necessary as to 
the keeping of simple forms of ac* 
count which will facilitate the making 
of returns in correct form, and the 
system of revising ana checking by 
comparison in the commissioner’s of­ 
fice, have macte the law very effi­ 
cient in its practical workings. 
The 
land and income tax act has been 
in operation since 1891, and has 
therefore had ample time in which 
to be thoroughly tested. 
The .arge 
landholders, naturally enough, do not 
like 
the graduated 
land tax, 
but 
there seems to be no dissatisfaction 
with the income tax, in either prin­ 
ciple or practice.— Florence Finch 
Kelly, in the Independent.

Keeping the land as wide­ 
ly distributed as possible among the 
people itf one of the means by which 
it controls the distribution of wealth. 
There is already a restriction upon 
the number of acres that may be ac­ 
quired by either lease or purchase 
from tho Crown. 
To forestall the 
danger of the building up of large 
estates which will come with the ex­ 
tension of the freehold the Govern­ 
ment proposes to limit the amount of 
land that can be held by one person, 
by whatever title, or however ac­ 
quired. 
The law, which the Govern­ 
ment expects to cnact at the next 
session of Parliament, will not affect 
existing titles, but will make invalid 
the title to any land in excess of, 
probably 5000 acres, which any one 
person may attempt to acquire. 


Most systems of taxation are de­ 
vised for the purpose of providing 
revenue, but it is characteristic of 
the New Zealand idea of the func­ 
tions and purposes of government 
that the 
primary intention of its 
scheme of direct taxation is to pro­ 
vide another means of combating the 
tendency of wealth to flow where 
wealth already is. 
There is no prop­ 
erty tax, and there is no tax on im­ 
provements. 
The land tax is on the 
gross salable value of the land less 
the value of all improvements. 
In 
addition to the ordinary land tax 
there is a graduated land tax, which 
begins when the unimproved value 
of the land is $25,000. 
Between this 
and $35,000 the rate is one-eighth 
of a cent to the pound sterling, and 
above that value llie rate increases 
by equal steps until it reaches six 
cents to the pound, jpayablo when the 
value is a million dollars or more. 
Fifty per cent, additional tax is lev­ 
ied upon absentee owners. 
Holdings 
of small value are exempt from the 
ordinary land tax, the exemption 


An Incident of Dewey’s 
Fight in 


Manila Bay. 


A group of army officers were dis­ 
cussing the difference in naval smart­ 
ness between the British and the 
American bluejackets as shown dur­ 
ing the recent visit of Prince Louis 
of Battenberg. 
A lieutenant who 
saw service in the Spanish part of 
the war in the Philippines told this 
to point his moral: 


“You remember how Dewey filed 
in 
.squadron formation 
past the 
Spanish ships, firing as he went. The 
big guns were firing in order, each 
one in its turn. 


“Now, maybe, you know how they 
load a big gun— first, the projectile, 
which is rammed in tight; then, two 
bags of powder. 
The projectile is 
ground exactly to fit the bore. 
The 
least obstruction puts it out of fit. 


“The crew of a forward S-inch 
gun had fired early in the action, 
swabbed and loaded again. In clean­ 
ing they missed a burned bit of can­ 
vas sacking which holds the powder. 


“So the projectile didn't fit, but 
they didn’t find out 
until they'd 
shoved in the powder sacks behind 
it. 
They stuck an inch beyond their 
proper place, and it was impossible 
to close the breech and, of course, to 
fire that shot. 


“There was only one way of get: 
ting the load out. 
This was to haul 
the muzzle close inboard and send 
a sailor 
with 
a twenty-four-foot 
rammer to shove it out. 
It wolild 
have taken a quarter of an hour. 
The gun crew stood to undergo the 
disgrace of losing their turn and 
of going out of action at a vital mo­ 
ment, 


“The gunner in charge, without 
the slightest hesitation, yelled: 


11 ‘Bill, give me a needle.' 
“He whipped out his sailor knife, 
ripped open the butt of the nearest 
sack and took out a double handful 
of powder. 
He sewed up the rip, 
closed the breech, and said: 


“ ‘Allow 1,500 yards on that shot

target ship, and the gun was behind 
its turn by only two or three sec­ 
onds.

The first point to notice in vine 


culture is the

The wood;-' ones like ampelopsis, 
Virginia creeper and wistaria, which 
ought to last a lifetime, are natu- 
rally slow to start.

1. e,. which have 
a mass of foliage at the top 
and 
scarcely any at the base. 
This is. 
of course, absurd, for the purpose 
of growing vines Is to screen 
un- 
sightly buildings and it also has the 
disadvantage on a porch of furnish- 
ing a hiding place for mosquitoes 
and of littering the porch with leaves 
which fall before their time. 


If vines are headed 
hack from 
one to four feet every year from the 
second to the eighth year, it should 
be entirely unnecessary to sweep the 
porch eveKy morning so far as fallen 
leaves are concerned. 
The 
reason 
why these leaves fall in July and 
August is that a top-heavy vine is so 
crowded that the sunshine can not 
enter the mass of foliage and ripen 
the leaves. 
The vines bear more 
leaves than they can ripen and it 
is those imperfectly ripened leaves 
that fall prematurely. 


The next most important 
points 
in vine culture 
are to 
determine 
whether the vine needs artificial sup- 
port or not, and, if so, of what kind; 
whether you want a foliage effect 
or a flowering effect, how high you 
want the vines to grow, and whether 
there Is any 
danger of 
damaging 
your property in any way. 


For example, ampelosis 
requires 
no support on any surface whatever. 
It will grow a hundred feet high, 
but its 
flowers 
are inconspicuous, 
and since one usually ^v-ants color 
on the porch it is not so good for 
a veranda as a flowering vine which 
does not grow so tall. 


Moreover, any 
vine that 
grows 
twenty feet high or more may cause 
some trouble if it is grown directly 
on a frame house.

through.

two or three years to the life of the 
paint. 


“All this is assuming, of course, 
th at the paint used is the very best 
to be had— the purest of white lead 
and the purest of linseed oil, un- 
mixed with any cheapener. 
If the 
cheap 
mixtures, 
often 
known 
as 
•White Lead’ and oil which has been 
doctored with ilsh oil, benzine, corn- 
oil, or other 
of 
the 
adulterants 
known to the trade, are used, all the 
precautions of the skilled painter are 
useless to prevent the cracking and 
peeling which make houses unsightly 
In a year or so and, therefore, make 
painting bills too frequent and costly.

At the Wisconsin station experi­ 
ments were held to determine the 
comparative 
value of whole 
and 
ground corn for fattening pigs. 
On 
an average 105 pigs required 5.16 
pounds of feed per pound of gain 
on a ration of dry shelled corn and 
middlings, as compared 
with 4.8 
pounds required by an equal num ber 
on a ration of corn meal and m id­ 
dlings. 
In other words, there was 
“a saving of thirty-six pounds 
of 
feed for each 100 pounds of gain 
made by the hogs. 
This shows a 
gain by grinding the corn to meal 
of 9.9 per cent., or, say, seven per 
cent, in round numbers. 
While the 
direct advantage from grinding corn 
to meal was about seven per cent., 
in these experiments there was a 
second advantage secured in th at 
the- hogs getting corn meal made 
more 
rapid 
gains than those fed 
shelled corn."

will stand any amount of pruning 
except wistaria which does best if 
allowed 
to grow year 
after year 
without pruning* 


The commonest mistake in prun­ 
ing vines is to allow them to grow 
for five or six years without any 
pruning whatsoever. 
This is why 
you see on porches everywhere vines 
that are top-heavy, i. e.» which have 
a mass of foliage a t the top 
and 
scarcely any at the base. 
This is, 
of course, absurd, for the purpose 
of growing vines is to screen un­ 
sightly buildings and it also has the 
disadvantage on a porch of furnish­ 
ing a hiding place for mosquitoes 
and of littering the porch with leaves 
which fall before their time. 


If vines are headed back from 
one to four feet every year from the 
second to the eighth year, it should 
be entirely unnecessary to sweep the 
porch eveuy morning so far as fallen 
leaves are concerned. 
The reason 
why these leaves fall in July and 
August is th at a top-heavy vine is so 
crowded tbrat the sunshine can not 
enter the mass of foliage and ripen 
the leaves. 
The vines bear more 
leaves than they can ripen and it 
is those imperfectly ripened leaves 
that fall prematurely. 


The next most im portant points 
in vine culture 
are to determine 
whether the vine needs artificial sup­ 
port or not, and, if so, of w hat kind; 
whether you w ant a foliage effect 
or a flowering effect, how high you 
want the vines to grow, and whether 
there is any danger of damaging 
your property in any way. 


For example, ampelosis requires 
no support on any surface whatever. 
It will grow a hundred feet high, 
but its flowers 
are inconspicuous, 
and since one usually w ants color 
on the porch it is not so good for 
a veranda as a flowering vine which 
does not grow so tall. 


Moreover, any 
vine th at grows 
twenty feet high or more may cause 
some trouble if it is grown directly 
on a frame house.

Dirty Dairy Conditions in W inter. 


In addressing the members of the 
Vermont Dairym en’s Association, J. 
T. Conmern in speaking upon the 
filthy conditions under which cows 
are kept during winter upon some 
farms, said th at very few of 
the 
barns are provided with any means 
for ventilation, and consequently the 
air is impure, especially during the 
cold 
winter 
months. 
The cows’ 
quarters are not kept clean, or, at 
least, not as clean as they should be. 
During the winter months, when the 
cows of necessity m ust be kept in the 
barn, many farmers pay little at­ 
tention to keeping them clean, which 
results in a condition of affairs bet­ 
ter 
imagined 
than 
expressed in 
words. 
The m anure is often piled 
in such places and in such quantities 
th at the inevitable results is tho 
contamination 
of the air 
in tint 
cows’ quarters. 
The barn yards are 
often quaking quagmires th at can­ 
not be crossed unless one wears high 
rubber boots or is on a raft. 


Look Out F o r W eak Fowls. 


At this season of the year it pays 
to look the flock over carefully and 
to weed out any hens or chicks that 
are not promising. 
One will find 
many that are* not sick, but are of 
a nature th at grows slowly and are 
not at all likely to am ount to much 
at the next laying season. 
See to 
it th at such birds are not sick, but 
if they are in good health get them 
by 
themselves 
and prepare them 
for m arket in the m anner that will 
land them there at the smallest ex­ 
pense, yet in the best ;ossible con­ 
dition. 


They may need a little grain, but 
it will pay to feed it and in enough 
k variety to give them a good appe­ 
tite for the corn which is to fatten 
them off. 
Too many of these birds 
which will not am ount to anything 
are raised yearly, and the worst of 
the plan is th a t their eggs are used, 
to a greater or less extent, for breed­ 
ing, and a race of undesirablo birda 
perpetuated.— Indianapolis Nev/s. 


Good Tonics F o r Swine. 


In one of its bulletins the Arkan- 
sas station says that it is necessary 
to keep 
accessible 
to hogs some 
m aterial that supplies lime and salt 
to aid in bone-building, as an appe­ 
tizer, and to remove intestinal para­ 
sites. 
This m ixture should be kept 
in a strong box protected from rain, 
and*the quantity and frequency with 
which pigs will visit and eat of the 
m ixture will often be surprising, The 
following is the mixture th at was 
used: Charcoal, one and 
one-half 
bushels; common salt, four pounds; 
hard wood 
ashes, 
ten 
pounds; 
slacked lime, 
four pounds; 
fresh 
water, shade in summer, grain food 
when on grass, and dry bed free 
from dust; shelter in winter, 
and 
when confined an area sufficiently 
large so th at it 'Will not become foul 
with droppings and mud bugs. These 
are essentials for 
successful hog 
raising.

Doingf a Wrecking1 Business. 


Last Wednesday seemed to be an un­ 
lucky day for this division of the W. M.

President B utler Decries tho Deca­ 
dence of N ation's M oral Standard. 


Serious consideration of the pres­ 
e n t-d a y ‘spirit of unrest in politics 
and business m arked the address of 
President Nicholas M urray B utler a t 
the one hundred and fifty-second an ­ 
nual 
com m encem ent 
of 
Columbia 
University. 


President 
B u tler’s 
address 
was 
brief. 
H e began by saying th a t A bra­ 
ham Lincoln furnishes a good exam ­ 
ple for persons to-day, owing to the 
fact th a t Lincoln “ rem ained tranquil 
am id angry seas.” 
He then said that 
there is much dissatisfaction with 
m odern social and political formulas. 
Continuing, he said: 


“ T hat this unrest has been and Is 
being used by ambitious men for 
their own selfish ends and for gain 
by journalistic builders of emotional 
bonfires is certainly true, but it will 
not do to dismiss this spirit of unrest 
with a sneer on th at account. 


“It has 
passed 
far 
beyond 
the 
bounds of the dream ers and vision­ 
aries, the violent-minded 
and 
the 
naturally 
destructive. 
Men 
accus­ 
tom ed to honest reflection and them ­ 
selves possessed of sincerity, always 
the -sheet-anchor 
of 
conservatism, 
have come under its influence. 
Poli­ 
cies th a t not long ago were dismissed 
as too extrem e for serious discussion 
are now soberly examined with refer­ 
ence to their im m ediate practicabil­ 
ity. 
W liat has brought about this 
change? 


“An answ er Is not far to seek. 
An 
Increasing num ber of men have come 
to distrust the capacity of society as 
now 
organized 
to 
protect 
itself 
against the freebooters who exist in 
it. 


“ An increasing num ber of men be­ 
lieve and assert th a t law and justice 
are powerless before greed and cun­ 
ning, and they are the more reaay 
to listen to advocacy of any m easure 
or policy, however novel or revolu­ 
tionary, th at promises relief. 
Their 
im aginations, too, cannot help being 
affected by the appalling sight, so 
often called to our attention of late, 
of th a t moral m orgue wherein are ex­ 
posed the shrivelled souls and ruined 
reputations of those who have lost In 
the never-ending struggle between 
selfishness and service th a t goes on in 
the hum an b reast.” 


P resident B utler said that “ greed 
for gain holds an appalling num ber 
of m en in its grasp,” and th a t great 
w ealth and opportunities have caused 
a loosening of the old ideals of con­ 
duct and business. 
In conclusion ho 
said: 


“ It is our own Individual charac­ 
ters th a t are at fault, and not the in­ 
stitutions whose upbuilding is the 
w ork of the ages. 
Sound and upright 
individual hum an characters will up­ 
lift society far more speedily and 
surely th an any constitutional or leg­ 
islative nostrum , or tlie following of 
any economic or philosophical will-o’- 
the-wisp. 
Unethical acts precede ille­ 
gal ones, and speedily lead to them. 
Given an acute perception of the 
difference betw een right and wrong, 
a clear conception of duty, and an 
appreciation of the solemn obliga­ 
tions of a tru st, our social and polit­ 
ical system would, perhaps, be found 
to w'ork equitably and well. W ithout 
these traits no system is workable. 
Moral I’egeneration, not political and 
economic reconstruction, is w hat we 
chiefly need.”

difficulty,

is no reason for the prom otion of 
all the telegraph boys when they are 
no longer boys. 
Nor has their tra in ­ 
ing in the 
Postal Service 
tau g h t 
them anything b u t habits of cleanli­ 
ness and the use of their legs. 
At 
sixteen or 
seventeen 
the boy is 
turned loose w ith no special aptitude 
and, having earned a decent wage 
hitherto, he expects to do as well 
w ith equally unskilled 
labor as a 
man. 
Hence the crowds clamoring 
about the dock gates.
